PVRC OFFICERS & OTHER CHANGES FOR THE NEW MILLENNIUM

In harmony with the "decentralization" of PVRC, I 
think it's timely to give greater consideration to 
"un-central" members who would like to become an 
elected official of PVRC. 


Traditionally, the PVRC President and Vice President 
have presided over the central meetings and conducted 
all voting and other global club business from that 
venue. However, it has become obvious with the great 
success our new regional structure that this is 
probably no longer in the best interest of the club as 
a whole. 


I propose for 2000 that we will turn over the central 
region to an appointed regional chairman, to be run as 
he/she sees fit, as we do now with all other regions. 
This could be a club officer, but is nota 
requirement. This could also be split between 2 
members: one for the MD meetings and one for VA. 


This will free up the officers from their traditional 
geographic boundaries and hopefully allow a more 
global approach to running the club activities. With 
the internet, etc., I really see no need to place 
geographical limitations, official or effectual, on 
the selection of PVRC officers. 


Certainly we should also allow for more participation 
of the regions in club decisions requiring an official 
vote, such as election of officers, changes to the 
Club Constitution, etc. I'11 be consulting with the 
other club officials to see if we can come up with the 
best way to accomplish this without compromising the 
security or integrity of PVRC.
